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PLEADING CYCLE ESTABLISHED FOR COMMENTS ON 
QWEST CORPORATION’S PETITION FOR FORBEARANCE 

IN THE PHOENIX, ARIZONA METROPOLITAN STATISTICAL AREA

On March 24, 2009, Qwest Corporation (Qwest) filed a petition1 pursuant to section 10 of the 
Communications Act of 1934, as amended,2 requesting that the Commission forbear from applying to 
Qwest certain obligations in the Phoenix-Mesa-Scottsdale Metropolitan Statistical Area (Phoenix MSA).3  
Specifically, according to its Petition, Qwest seeks forbearance from loop and transport unbundling 
obligations pursuant to sections 251(c) and 271(c)(2)(B)(ii) of the Act.4  Qwest also seeks forbearance 
from Part 61 dominant carrier tariffing requirements;5 Part 61 price cap regulation;6 and dominant carrier 
requirements arising under section 214 of the Act and Part 63 of the Commission’s rules concerning the 
processes for acquiring lines, discontinuing services, making assignments or transfers of control.7 Finally, 
Qwest requests forbearance from Computer III requirements, including Comparably Efficient 
Interconnection (CEI) and Open Network Architecture (ONA) requirements for its mass market and 
enterprise switched access services “to the extent that Qwest offers information services in conjunction

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with such services” and “any remaining BOC-specific Computer III obligations.”8 Qwest also proposes 
certain conditions that it would be “willing to accept”9 if the Commission were to grant the requested 
forbearance relief.10

This is the second petition Qwest has filed seeking forbearance in the Phoenix MSA from the rules 
described above.11 On July 25, 2008, the Commission denied Qwest’s first petition, concluding that the 
record evidence did not satisfy the section 10 forbearance standard.12 Qwest asserts that its current petition 
addresses the Commission’s concerns identified in the Qwest 4 MSA Forbearance Order and provides “an 
even stronger case for forbearance for the Phoenix MSA.”13  

Interested parties may file comments on the Qwest Phoenix MSA Petition on or before August 28, 
2009 and reply comment on or before September 28, 2009. All pleadings should reference WC Docket
